What were others saying at 
the time? In 1833 the leader of 
the Labour Party way declaring:

worst’.”” 

That of course was George 
Lansbury, the pacifist. But 
other Labour voices were almost 
@s opposed to any preparation 
aguinst Hiuer, 

Herbert = Morrison — mocked 
that “Mr Chamberiain was 
ready and anrious to spend 
milléons of pounds on machtnes 
of destruction . He would 
spend on the means of death, 
but not on the means of life.” 

Attlee echoed this view. Arthur 
Greenwood also singled out 
Chamberlain for attack. He 
said it was “the merest scare- 
tongering, disgraceful in a 
statesman in Mr Chamberlain's 
Tesponstble position, to suggest 
that more millions of money 
needed to be spent on arma- 
ments,” 


‘An insult’ 


As for the Daily Herald, it 
called Chamberlain's 1935 
White-paper on Defence: “An 
tusult to Germany.” It added: 
“But let the world understand 
—that this is not the voice of 
the British people.” 

That was written when Hitler 
had been in power for more 
than two years; when the 
Pugroms had become a routine 
when the jackboots were buslly 
drilling, 

But the Herald was not atone. 
The Economist sorted out 
Chamberlain for blame. It 
Started: “Tt de ce @ eppret- 
table departure from he 
tradition that the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer should himself be 
the foremost advocate of tn- 
creased efpetititure on atma- 
ménts.” 

Thus Chamberlain—who was 
later to be despised for leaving 
us defenceless, for ignoring the 
German horror and for giving 
thé world the impresston that 
Britain would never use foree—

Yet he does restore Chamber- 
Jain as a man of patriotism, 
toughness, and honour, He 
shows thal this was indeed the 
son of Joe Chimberlain, the 
Radical visionary 

Neville, like his tather, refused 
all honours: at’ first he was 
shocked when his half-brother 
Austen accepted the Garter. The 
proudest achievement of Neville’s 
ife was the policy of protection 
and Empire trade by which he 
hauled Britain back to pros- 
perity trom the werld slump 
much more rapidly than Roose- 
velt's New Deal revived 
America,
